When it became pofible for the globe- 
trotter to get around.the world in eighty 
days, this feat was considered sufficiently 
remarkable to bave the journey dramatized, 
Now apparontly it will soon be possible to 
accom: Abn this feat in thirty days. Just 
how this is to be done is explained by the 
Germania, Milwaukee, which says - 

‘In the- year 1900 the Trans-Siberian 
Railroad will bo completed and it will bo 
possible to get around the world in thirty 
days. This railroad, which extends from 
the Ural Meuntaius to the Pacific Ocean, 
@ distance of 3,600 miles, and from St. 
Potersburg vo Vladivostok on the Pacific 
Ocean, a distance of 7,600 miles, will 
he the longest: railroad system in tho 
world, and fully twice a8 long as 
any of the Pacific systema in North 
Amorica, which hitherto had Leen 
the longest. Large sections of thia road east 
of the Ural Mountain chain, and westward 
from the Pacific havw already been com- 
pleted, and the rest is being pushed rapid- 
ly. Russia has been in negotiation with 
China and has secured permission to build 
the road southward througlt Chinese terri- 
tory some deyzroes south of Vladivostok, 
Detailed investigations have shown that 
the inclement wenther «axl heavy snows, 
which at certuin times stop traffic altogether 
on the Pacific vords, notably the Northern 
Pacifie, ave lingly rire in Siberia and 
occur oaly i ness.

Tha congul says that when 
England first permitted the export of spin- 
ning and wearing machinery, in 1843, there 
werd 350,000 spindles in all Russia, which 
produced yearly 5,800 tona.of yarns, - 

In 1895 there were 5,000,000 spindles and 
200,000 looms at work, producing 161,300 
tons of yarns and giving emplaymont to 
400,000 hands. . British and German fure- 
men are being gradually replaced -by Rua- 
sians, and attempts have been mado—with 
very indifferent rests so far—to supplant 
British machinery by that made in Russia. 
Efforts to provide. her own raw’ material 
have been: more fortunate, In 1883 tha 
‘total value of cotton goods prodyced in Rug- 
aia was £27,700,000 and in 1392 it amount- 
ed to £38,470,000.
